Annual  Town  Meeting 
March  1,  1971 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  year  1970  began  as  a  busy  one.  The  newly-elected 
Board  organized  with  William  J.  Lemanski  as  Chairman, 
Thomas  W  .Haley,  Vice-Chairman  and  Leo  F.  St.  Amand  as 
Clerk. 

In  January  of  1970,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  along  with 
Dr.  Ronald  Stinnett  and  members  of  the  OEDP  Committee 
met  with  Federal  EDA  officials  in  Portland,  Maine  for  the 
purpose  of  fihng  an  application  for  an  EDA  grant  for  the  pro- 
posed Palmer  Industrial  Paark.  Five  persons  were  appointed 
as  members  of  the  Palmer  Redevelopment  Authority  to  file 
this  application.  After  many  preliminary  meetings  the  pro- 
posal for  a  135  acre  Industrial  Park  was  brought  before  the 
voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  November  9,  1970.  The 
total  cost  of  the  Industrial  Park  was  $3,920,000.00;  Federal  and 
State  grants,  $1,969,500.00;  Town's  share,  $1,950,500.00.  This 
proposal  was  rejected.  This  was  a  long  range  program  that 
could  have  proven  beneficial  to  the  future  of  our  community. 

The  Board  along  with  Edward  Bayon,  Consulting  Engineer 
for  Tighe  and  Bond,  Inc.  met  in  Boston  on  January  14,  1970 
with  Water  Pollution  officials  to  discuss  the  implementation 
and  time  schedule  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Program.  The  In- 
dustrial Program  is  now  completed.  The  entire  Interceptor 
system  is  redesigned  and  projected  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the 
town  for  the  next  25  years.  The  plant  itself  is  designed  to 
handle  the  waste  effluent  for  the  next  40  years.  The  total 
cost  of  this  project  is  apjDroximately  $4,885,000.00;  80%  Federal 
and  State  Aid,  approx.  $3,900,000.00;  Town's  share  is  approx. 
$1,300,000.00  (1973  projected  costs).  This  proposal  will  appear 
as  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March  of  1971.  This  project  is  an  important  step  for  our  com- 
munity and  a  mandatory  one  as  required  by  the  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  office. 

Ground  Breaking  Ceremonies  were  held  on  January  28, 
1970  for  the  Housing  for  the  Elderly  project  on  Fletcher  Street 
in  Palmer.  This  beautiful  complex  of  48  un'ts  is  now  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  occupancy.  The  members  of  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  Committee  are  to  be  commended  for  their  tire- 
less efforts  in  helping  to  make  this  project  a  reality  in  our 
community. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  January  24,  1970.  the  New 
High  School  Site  and  Building  Committee  was  authorized  to 
purchase  57  acres  of  land  in  Thorndike  for  the  sum  of 
$63,000.00.  On  September  26,  1970,  the  voters  were  asked  to 
approve  the  spending  of  $250,000.00  for  final  draftings  of  plans 
for  the  new  high  school  which  would  accommodate  1000  pupils. 
The  proposal  was  deefated.  The  same  proposal  was  again  de- 
feated at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  October  23,  1970. 
The  members  of  the  New  High  School  Site  and  Building  Com- 
mittee, under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  Gordon  Christiansen, 
deserve  special  mention  as  they  displayed  sincere  and  dedi- 
cated effort  in  carrying  out  their  responsibilities  to  the  town. 

The  application  for  the  Breathalyzer  and  Radar  program 
for  the  Police  Department  was  approved  under  the  Federal 
Highway  Safety  Program.  The  Radar  equipment  is  100% 
reimbursable  and  the  Breathalyzer  is  50%  reimbursable. 
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On  June  15,  1970  a  Dump  Sticker  Program  was  put  into 
effect.  This  has  helped  to  control  the  flow  of  out-of-town  waste 
and  will  be  beneficial  to  the  efficiency  of  our  Town  Dump 
operation. 

In  1970,  the  Board  placed  a  Dog  Restraining  Order  into 
effect.  On  July  8,  1970,  Mr.  Howard  E.  Cr.se  was  appointed 
to  serve  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Palmer.  New  dog  ken- 
nels have  been  constructed  on  Mt.  Dumplin  Road,  affording 
the  dogs  humane  treatment.  This  program  is  a  vital  one  to 
our  community  and  is  becoming  more  effective  each  day. 

On  January  28,  1970,  the  Board  met  with  members  of  the 
Palmer  Main  Street  Business  Development  Committee  to  dis- 
cuss plans  to  revitalize  the  business  district.  The  Committee, 
working  diligently  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  Matthew 
Gozdowski,  outlined  14  basic  needs  to  be  considered  to  alle- 
viate this  problem.  Further  study  must  be  given  to  this 
problem  in  order  to  create  a  prosperous  future  for  Main  Street 
Business  District. 

On  August  18,  1970,  a  crisis  developed  with  the  Bonds- 
ville  water  supply.  The  Board,  exercising  its  emergency 
powers,  ordered  emergency  pumps  and  equipment  through 
Area  4  Civilian  Defense  Director,  Robert  Boulay.  An  emer- 
gency tie-in  to  the  Qua'bbin  Reservoir  water  supply  temporar- 
ily eased  the  crisis.  The  Bondsville  Water  and  Fire  District 
purchased  the  system  and  proceeded  to  drill  new  wells,  end- 
ing the  emergency  on  November  12,  1970.  The  Board  wishes 
to  extend  appreciation  to  all  State  and  local  officials  who  co- 
operated with  them  during  this  critical  period. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  September  19,  1970, 
the  Pathfinder  Regional  School  Committee,  through  its  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Harry  Uguccioni,  presented  for  approval,  the  in- 
curring of  a  debt  of  $3,900,000.00  to  erect  a  new  Regional  Voca- 
tional High  School.  The  district  was  to  consist  of  five  neigh- 
boring towns.  Palmer,  along  with  three  towns,  approved  but 
on  October  5,  1970,  the  town  of  Hardwick  chose  to  withdraw. 
This  meant  a  series  of  Special  Town  Meetings  during  Decem- 
ber by  the  four  remaining  tov/ns,  to  vote  on  Hardwick' s  with- 
drawal. At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  January  16,  1971,  Palm- 
er voters  approved  and  subsequently,  Monson,  Belchertown 
and  New  Braintree  also  voiced  their  approval.  The  Path- 
finder Regional  Vocational  High  School  is  now  a  reality  and 
the  committee  who  worked  so  long  and  diligently,  are  to  be 
commended. 

On  November  24,  1970,  the  Board  voted  to  adopt  new  Traf- 
fic Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Town  of  Palmer  as  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  As  soon  as  publication 
is  completed,  these  Rules  will  be  put  into  effect,  thus  updat- 
ing the  Town's  Traffic  Rules  from  a  1935  standard  to  the  pres- 
ent 1970  needs. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Brainerd  on  April  18,  1970  created 
a  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners,  of  which 
he  was  a  member  for  many  years.  On  December  2,  1970,  Mr. 
Robert  Geer  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Mr.  Brainerd 
was  a  life  time  resident  of  the  town  and  his  death  will  be 
deeply  felt  by  many  as  he  contributed  much  to  many  of  the 
town's  enterprises. 

Due  to  excessive  infestation  by  termites,  the  Board  on 
October  18,  1970,  approved  a  Termite  Control  Contract  for  the 
Memorial  Hall  Building.   This  busy  town  building  is  now  in

good  general  condition  and  should  adequately  serve  the  needs 
of  the  community. 

In  November  of  1970,  CF&I  Steel  Corporation  announced 
that  they  would  close  their  Palmer  Plant  on  January  1,  1971. 
The  closing  of  this  plant,  one  of  the  town's  most  stable  indus- 
ries,  created  a  deep  impact  on  everyone.  This  loss  of  employ- 
ment along  with  the  Bonds ville  Industrial  loss  of  two  years 
ago,  has  created  a  high  level  of  unemployment  within  the 
town.  The  Board,  through  various  meetings  and  inquiries, 
is  working  constantly  in  an  attempt  to  restore  employment  to 
the  Palmer  area.  We  are  optimistic  that  some  good  news  will 
be  forthcoming  for  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

On  December  23,  1970,  Paul  Rusek  and  Arthur  Plante, 
members  of  the  Palmer  Police  Department  for  many  years, 
were  presented  placques  in  honor  of  their  retirement  and  in 
recognition  of  their  long  and  faithful  service  to  the  town.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  wish  them  many  pleasant  years  of  retire- 
ment. 

The  year  1970  was  a  busy  one.  Along  with  the  many  activi- 
ties surrounding  our  weekly  meetings,  many  other  areas  of 
endeavor  and  accomplishment  were  dealt  with.  We  wish  to 
thank  the  entire  community  and  all  town  employees  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  during  this  past  year.  The  future  holds  a 
real  challenge  for  all  of  us.  The  Board  will  continue  to  strive 
for  the  betterment  of  the  entire  community.

VITAL  STATISTICS

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Report  of  the  Palmer  Housing  Authority 


The  housing  development  for  the  low  income  elderly  built 
by  the  Palmer  Housing  Authority  on  Fletcher  Street  in  the 
Depot  Village,  is  now  partially  occupied,  the  first  tenants 
moving  into  the  apartments  February  1,  1971. 

Following  ground  breaking  ceremonies  late  in  1969,  the 
work  progressed  rapidly  and  the  buildings  were  framed  and 
roofed  before  a  laborer's  strike  occurred  in  April  which  de- 
layed the  work  for  47  days.  The  project  was  completed  and 
accepted  for  occupancy  on  January  15,  1971,  the  result  of  good 
team  work  on  the  part  of  the  Architects,  Reinhardt  Associates, 
Inc.  of  Springfield;  the  builder,  A.  R.  Green  &  Sons,  Inc.,  of 
Holyoke;  the  State  Department  of  Community  Affairs;  Town 
Officials,  and  members  of  the  local  Authority. 

The  four  apartment  buildings  and  the  central  commu- 
nity buildings  are  of  Colonial  design  and  contain  many  modern 
features  including  electric  heat  and  many  safety  devices  de- 
signed for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  elderly  tenants. 

The  Authority  has  acquired  the  services  of  a  Palmer  resi- 
dent, Neil  R.  Thompson  to  act  as  Executive  Secretary  to 
manage  the  project. 

A  number  of  apartments  are  still  available  and  it  is  ex- 
pected these  will  be  filled  by  the  end  of  March. 

The  Palmer  Housing  Authority  is  proud  and  happy  to 
have  been  able  to  bring  to  completion  this  development  which 
provides  low  cost,  quality  housing  to  the  elderly  citizens  of 
Palmer.

Palmer,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

Legislation  passed  by  Congress  and  signed  into  law  dur- 
ing the  past  year  provides  for  many  changes  and  increased 
benefits  for  a  large  segment  of  the  veteran  population  and  their 
dependents.  A  brief  summary  of  the  more  important  bills  are 
listed  as  follows: 

P.L.  91-32  Assures  preservation  of  disability  compensa- 
tion ratings  for  veterans  v/hich  have  been  in  effect  for  more 
than  20  years. 

P.L.  91-96  Increases  rates  of  payments  to  widows  of  vet- 
erans whose  deaths  were  service  related. 

P.L.  91-102  Provides  for  medical  services  to  veterans  with 
non-service-connected  disabilities  who  are  totally  disabled 
from  service  connected  causes. 

P.L.  91-217  Increases  all  categories  of  G.I.  Education 
benefits. 

P.L.  91-376  Increased  compensation  rates  for  disabled  vet- 
erans effective  July  1,  1970.  Also  provides  for  reinstatement 
of  Pension  or  Compensation  benefits  to  remarried  widows  fol- 
lowing termination  of  second  marriage  by  death  or  divorce. 

P.L.  91-500  Eliminates  so-called  pauper's  oath  for  veterans 
6j  and  over  seeking  treatment  in  VA  Hospitals.  Also  authoriz- 
es prescription  drugs  to  veterans  in  receipt  of  housebound  al- 
lowances from  the  VA. 

P.L.  91-506  New  Veterans  Housing  Act.  Eliminates  ter- 
mination dates  for  all  war  veterans  who  have  not  as  yet  used 
their  G.I.  Loan  entitlement.  Permits  loans  for  mobile  homes 
and  condominium  units.  Eliminates  the  V2%  funding  fee  for 
Post  Korean  veterans  housing  loans.  Authorizes  limited  re- 
financing of  existing  mortgage  loans. 

P.L.  91-510  Creates  a  new  Senate  Committee  for  Veterans 
Affairs. 

The  office  records  indicate  that  48  servicemen  completed 
active  military  duty  and  20  of  this  number  were  credited  with 
Vietnam  combat  service.  Twenty  veterans  died  during  the 
year.  Compensation  and  Pension  claims  were  filed  for  27  ap- 
plicants and  17  claims  were  awarded  representing  a  total  in- 
come of  $13,871  to  these  recipients.  Three  claims  were  denied 
and  seven  are  still  in  process  of  adjudication. 

A  total  of  925  contacts  v/ere  recorded  at  the  office  and  795 
calls  were  made  relative  to  various  veterans  matters.  Other 
more  frequent  services  as  rendered  are  listed  as  follows:

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Police  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  1970. 

A  total  of  809  complaints  were  issued  again  524  males 
and  69  females.  4S  complamts  were  issued  against  juveniles. 
Palmer  had  a  total  of  141  accidents  during  the  past  year. 
Two  of  these  were  fatals  and  involved  only  one  car.  A  total 
of  67  persons  were  injured  in  54  accidents,  two  of  these  were 
pedestrians.  There  were  also  85  property  damage  accidents.  I 
find  most  of  these  accidents  were  due  to  excessive  speed. 

Daniel  B.  Lee  of  Lake  Thompson,  Palmer  was  added  to 
the  force  May  19.  1970  bringing  the  total  complement  to  15 
men.  He  successfully  completed  the  Basic  Training  Course 
held  at  the  Springfield  Police  Academy  thus  complying  with 
Cnapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1S67.

Gentlemen: 

The  Park  Commissioners  hereby  submit  their  annual  re- 
port for  the  1970. 

One  of  the  many  accomplishments  by  the  Park  Com- 
mission this  year  was  the  construction  of  a  Mini  Playground 
for  the  younger  children  of  the  town  on  Eager  Field,  Palmer. 
The  playground  became  an  overwhelming  success  almost  at 
once  with  its  small  spring  animals,  swinging  gate,  buckin* 
bronco,  etc.  With  the  great  success  of  this  model  park  in 
Palmer  it  is  the  hope  of  the  commissioners  that  similar  parks 
will  be  built  in  all  of  the  villages. 

Under  Article  23  of  the  1970  Annual  Town  Warrant  the 
Park  Department  sought  to  have  a  24'  x  30'  addition  construct- 
ed to  the  present  garage  on  Legion  Field,  for  the  sum  of 
$3,788.90.  The  article  was  voted  on  favorably  by  the  Finance 
Committee  and  passed  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  The  addi- 
tion was  started  the  beginning  of  July  and  completed  at  the 
end  of  August. 

The  Park  Commissioners  would  at  this  time  like  to  thank 
Mr.  Edward  Libera  of  the  High  School  Industrial  Arts  Depart- 
ment for  his  help  in  the  design  of  the  addition  and  for  his 
help  to  the  Park  Department  employees  in  its  construction. 
Also  to  Mr.  William  Ammann,  Superintendent  of  the  Palmer 
Water  Department  for  his  help  in  the  installation  of  the  water 
and  sewer  lines. 

The  1969-70  skating  season  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best 
ever  on  the  five  rinks  maintained  by  the  department.  Approxi- 
mately 70  days  of  good  skating  was  enjoyed  by  the  children 
of  the  town. 
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New  Burleigh  Park  which  is  located  on  Warren  Street  in 
Palmer  Cenier  agam  was  a  beenive  oi  acuviiy  with  its  wad- 
ing pool  and  pee  wee  ball  parks.  More  fireplaces  were  in- 
stalled and  tne  picnic  area  is  being  expanded.  The  town's 
children  recreation  program  which  operates  at  the  park  for  a 
ten  week  period  in  the  summer  has  increased  the  needs  for 
more  facilities,  such  as  more  of  a  water  supply  and  more  toi- 
lets. For  that  reason  the  department  has  submitted  an  article 
in  the  1971  Annual  Town  Warrant  asking  for  funds  to  install  a 
water  line  from  the  Thorndike  water  system  to  Burleigh  Park, 
a  distance  of  650  ft.,  so  as  to  alleviate  the  water  problem  which 
now  exists  at  the  park. 

The  Park  Commissioners  have  also  submitted  an  article 
in  the  1971  Annual  Town  Warrant  asking  for  funds  to  construct 
a  combination  basketball  court  and  skating  rink,  and  a  mini 
playground  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Church  Street  in  Thorn- 
dike  on  land  acquired  from  the  Colgan-Sherman  Corporation 
in  1968. 

In  1969  the  department  received  $1,000.  to  start  construc- 
tion on  this  sight  but  because  of  a  drainage  problem  with  the 
adjoimng  property  this  project  was  stopped  and  the  $1,000.  re- 
turned to  the  town  treasury.  This  problem  is  now  solved  and 
it  is  iioped  this  article  will  be  favorably  acted  upon  at  the 
forthcoming  town  meeting. 

Old  Burleigh  Park  on  North  Main  Street,  Depot  Village, 
always  a  favorite  picnicing  area  had  its  share  of  visitors  this 
past  year. 

The  Park  Commissioners  are  continuing  their  parks  beau- 
tification  project  started  in  1964.  This  year  eight  rock  maple 
trees  were  planted  in  the  newly  constructed  mini  park  on 
Eager  Field  to  later  supply  shade  for  the  children,  and  also 
beautify  the  playground.  Seven  such  trees  were  also  planted 
at  Old  Burleigh  Park  to  beautify  the  entrance  of  that  park. 

This  year  found  Legion  Field  taxed  to  beyond  its  capacity 
but  in  spite  of  all  its  activity  the  park  department  crew,  with 
the  cooperatioon  of  all  who  used  its  facilities,  was  able  to  keep 
it  up  to  its  high  level  playing  area  it  is  known  to  be. 

The  year  of  1970  also  marked  the  end  of  over  twenty-five 
years  of  dedicated  and  devoted  park  department  service  by 
Walter  Burke.  The  retirement  of  "Burkee"  whose  presence 
was  synonymous  with  any  and  all  park  activities  creates  a 
void  which  will  be  felt  not  only  by  those  for  whom  he  served 
and  worked  but  most  important  by  the  multitude  of  youths 
who  knew  Mr.  Burke.  With  "Burkee"  there  was  no  generation 
gap.  The  commissioners  and  department  employees  wish 
"Burkee"  a  long  and  healthy  retirement. 

Our  utmost  thanks  to  our  capable  superintendent  Mike 
Russo  and  his  assistants.  To  the  children  and  adults  of  the 
town  for  their  consideration  and  cooperation  while  enjoying 
the  use  of  all  the  park  facilities.  To  the  individuals  of  other 
town  departments  who  helped  in  any  way  and  to  the  Honor- 
able Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  help  and  guidance  when 
needed.

Mr.  Andrew  Roman  and  Mr.  David  Johnson  attended  both 
the  Spring  and  Fall  meetings  of  the  Mass.  Assn.  of  Conserva- 
tion Commissions  and  took  part  in  workshops  at  these  meet- 
ings. 

The  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  a  film  for  the 
townspeople  entitled  Life  on  a  Beaver  Pond,  filmed  at  Quab- 
bin  Reservoir  by  Jack  Swedberg  and  Carl  Scott. 

The  Conservation  Commission  feels  that  one  of  its  most 
important  jobs  is  to  protect  land  and  water  resources  and 
also  to  acquire  land  to  meet  recreation  needs  in  the  town.

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Report  of 
The  Palmer  Public  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  ol  Palmer: 

The  year  1970,  was  one  of  expansion  for  the  Palmer  Public 
Library.  Expansion  not  in  square  footage,  but  in  citizens 
served,  services  available,  activities  offered  and  materials  to 
choose  from.  The  Library  also  displayed  renewed  strength  in 
the  completion  of  the  final  major  phase  of  its  three-year  pro- 
gram of  renovation. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Palmer  Library  registered 
1.319  new  borrowers  including  693  adults  and  626  juveniles.  At 
year's  end,  the  total  number  of  registered  borrowers  amounted 
to  2,303  adults  and  1,901  juveniles,  a  total  of  4,209. 

As  part  of  its  increased  services  to  the  public,  the  Library 
presented  a  new  series  of  films  appropriate  for  both  adults 
and  young  viewers.  In  an  effort  to  make  Library  facilities 
more  readily  available  for  eigth  grade  students,  now  on  dou- 
ble session,  the  Library  continued  to  offer  Wednesday  and  Fri- 
day morning  hours.  Following  a  study  of  decreasing  circula- 
tion on  the  Library  Bookmobile,  it  became  apparent  that  the 
greatest  portion  of  this  decrease  was  at  t.ie  ei.ujii;:i  grade  level. 
In  an  attempt  to  service  these  students  better,  the  Library 
has  now  added  two  additional  weekly  stops  to  the  Bookmobile 
schedule.  It  will  now  call  at  the  High  School  twice  each  week 
during  the  hour  immediately  preceding  the  start  of  eighth 
grade  classes.  In  its  work  with  the  schools,  the  Library  also 
participated  in  research  programs  for  elementary  students 
and  in  Summer  Reading  Programs. 

In  add  tlon  to  the  film  series  mentioned  above,  the  Libra- 
ry in  cooperation  with  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  has  also 
offered  special  programs  for  young  people  and  adults.  A 
party  for  students  who  participated  in  the  Summer  Reading 
Program  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Patrick  Tur^j^y.  The 
Friends  also  sponsored  a  Halloween  Party  and  as  part  of  their 
adult  program,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  John  R.  Elli- 
son, they  held  programs  on  "the  Art  of  Theorem  Painting" 
and  "The  Country  Kitchen." 

Story  Hours,  with  Mrs.  Ralph  Odneal  as  the  storyteller, 
continue  to  be  among  the  most  enthusiastically  received  activ- 
ities we  offer.  Attendance  in  recent  years  has  grown  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  is  now  necessary  to  divide  groups  into  two 
age  levels,  so  that  all  may  be  comfortably  accommodated. 

In  the  interest  of  updating,  as  well  as  expanding  the  Li- 
brary's collection,  921  new  adult  books  were  acquired,  as  well 
as  514  juvenile  titles.  Approximately  200  new  records  were 
also  added  to  the  catalog  during  the  past  year.  At  the  close 
of  the  year,  your  Library's  total  collection  amounted  to 
19,230  volumes. 

Circulation  figures  for  the  year  amounted  to  63,260.  The 
fie^ure  reflects  important  increases  in  the  use  of  the  Main 
Library  in  the  adult  circulation,  the  use  of  recordings,  period- 
icals and  research  materials.  The  only  decrease,  as  mentioned 
earlier,  was  at  the  juvenile  level.  Through  the  cooperation  of 
tv»e  Western  Regional  Public  Librarv  System,  we  were  able 
to  obtain  nearly  800  books,  films  and  records  for  use  by  our 
borrowers.  The  loan  period  on  standard  materials  was  in- 
creased from  two  to  four  weeks.  This  policy  has  consider- 
ably reduced  the  problem  of  overdue  books. 
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In  our  continued  efforts  to  improve  Library  facilities,  the 
third  phase  of  renovation  was  completed.  This  resulted  in  the 
complete  redecorating  and  re-equipping  of  the  Adult  Fiction 
Room.  New  metal  shelving,  carpeting,  drapes  and  repainting 
were  coordinated  with  the  Circulation,  Reference  and  Reading 
Room  area.  New  charging  machines  were  also  iTistalled  in 
both  the  Library  and  Bookmobile.  Upon  defection  of  a  serious 
infestation  of  termites  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  were  requested  to  arrange  to  have  the 
building  exterminated.  This  work  was  successfully  accom- 
plished n  accordance  with  an  agreement  between  the  Select- 
men and  Library  Trustees,  designating  areas  of  responsibility 
relative  to  the  building.  This  spirit  of  cooperation  by  Select- 
men and  our  Town  Officials  is  of  great  importance  toward 
making  possible  our  service  to  the  town. 

Following  two  years  as  Head  Librarian,  Mrs.  Edwarcl 
Pelletier  submitted  her  resignation  effective  December  31, 
1970.  The  Trustees  accepted  this  resignation  with  regret  and 
are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  many  achievements  Mrs.  Pelle- 
tier accomplished  during  her  assignment.  In  our  efforts  to 
find  a  qualified  replacement  for  Mrs.  Pelletier,  we  were  most 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mrs.  Catherine  M. 
Young.  Mrs.  Young  is  a  graduate  of  the  Syracuse  University 
Library  School.  She  has  served  as  a  Research  and  Circula- 
tion Librarian  at  American  International  College,  Librarian 
at  the  Ursuline  Academy  and  Head  Librarian  of  the  Adams 
Frse  Library  in  Adams,  Massachusetts.  She  was  named  Head 
L  brarian  for  Palmer  effective  January  1,  1971. 

Staff  members  working  with  Mrs.  Young  include  Mrs.  Wil- 
ham  A.  Coulter,  Assistant  Librarian;  Mrs.  Edwin  J.  Rehor, 
Bookmobile  Assistant;  Mrs.  Joseph  Bigda,  Library  and  Book- 
mobile Assistant  and  Mrs.  Frank  Schardel,  Clerk. 

With  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Young,  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  recognized  the  fact  that  the 
Palmer  Public  Library  had  complied  with  the  State  require- 
ment for  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  professional  Libra- 
rian in  towns  of  10,000  or  more,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
State  Aid.  During  1970,  the  legislature  voted  to  increase  the 
amount  of  aid  from  25  cents  per  citizen  each  year,  to  37.5  cents 
per  citizen. 

The  Librarv  Trustees  acknowledge  with  apperciation  the 
many  donations  of  time,  talent,  books  and  other  gifts  from 
patrons  and  area  businesses.  We  particularly  value  the  gift 
of  an  American  Flag  that  was  once  flown  over  our  Nation's 
Capitol.  This  was  a  gift  of  Congressman  Edward  P.  Boland. 
The  flag  was  flown  before  your  Library  for  the  first  time  on 
July  4,  1970. 

We  also  appreciate  the  continued  interest  and  support  of 
the  community  and  the  excellent  cooperation  of  other  Town 
officials.  During  the  year  ahead,  we  will  make  every  effort 
to  continue  to  provide  the  best  possible  service  for  every  citi- 
zen of  Palmer.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 


In  1970  there  was  less  business  for  the  Planning  Board  to 
conduct.  In  spite  of  the  many  mobile  homes  installed,  conven- 
tional homes  built  and  several  factory  or  business  type  build- 
ings erected,  just  twelve  building  permits  were  requested  and 
issued  for  1970. 

Once  again  we  call  to  your  attention  that  building  per- 
mits are  a  legal  requirement  which  must  be  enforced. 

The  accelerated  influx  of  mobile  homes  into  the  Town  has 
convinced  your  Planning  Board  that  a  Zoning  By-Law  is  more 
than  ever  necessary  in  order  to  regulate  and  control  this  situ- 
ation. The  Board  had  foreseen  this  condition  and  offered  a 
protecting  Zoning  By-Law  in  1967  and  again  in  1969.  However, 
these  proposals  were  voted  down.  The  Planning  Board  wishes 
to  emphasize  that  a  Zoning  By-Law  is  the  only  way  to  solve 
the  problem  fairly  for  everyone.  Even  now  it  is  not  too  late  to 
enact  such  a  By-Law  in  1971. 

Your  Board  continues  to  meet  with  Technical  Planning 
Associates  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  every  month  to  work  on 
the  many  phases  of  the  Comprehensive  Study  Plan.  At  this 
writing  your  Planning  Board  is  about  ready  to  have  several 
segments  of  this  plan  finalized.  These  include  an  official  Town 
Map,  Land  and  Resources,  Housing,  Business  and  Industrial 
Surveys. 

We  expect  to  have  this  Study  Plan  ready  for  consideration 
by  the  voters  in  the  next  few  months.  We  hope  the  voters  of 
the  Town  will  consider  well  how  much  this  Plan  can  mean  to 
the  future  improvement  and  advancement  of  the  Town  of 
Palmer.

Gentlemen: 

fhe  Palmer  Redevelopment  Authority  was  formed  as  an 
urban  renewal  and  economic  assistance  agency  under  the 
general  laws  and  to  become  the  applicant  for  funds  for  a 
g:rant  from  the  Economic  Development  Administration  and 
the  State  Department  of  Community  Affairs. 

The  commitee  attended  eighty  meetings  during  the  year, 
working  diligently  to  get  the  best  possible  funding  for  an 
Industrial  Park  to  boost  the  sagging  economy  of  the  town. 

Although  the  proposal  of  the  Palmer  Redevelopment 
Authority  was  defeated  at  town  meeting  the  Authority  did  re- 
ceive a  planning  advance  of  $89,899.00  from  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs  to  continue  its  efforts  for  an  Industrial 
Park.  In  spite  of  its  public  announcement  of  this  Planning 
Advance,  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  has  to  date 
refused  to  make  any  of  the  funds  available.

Report  of  the 
Palmer  High  School  Site  and  Building 
Committee 


The  Palmer  High  School  Site  and  Building  Committee 
brought  a  proposal  before  the  town  January  24  to  purchase 
55  acres  of  land  at  Main  and  Church  Streets,  Thorndike.  Vot- 
ers approved  purchase  of  the  site  for  a  new  school  building  at 
a  cost  of  $63,000.   The  vote  was  426  for,  174  against. 

Following  this  purchase,  members  met  with  High  School 
Principal  William  Ellithorpe  and  department  heads  to  set  up 
educational  specifications  for  the  new  high  school.  Several 
such  meetings  were  held  and  specifications  received  approval 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  following  meetings  with 
their  representatives. 

Specifications  were  then  turned  over  to  the  architect.  War- 
ren H.  Ashley  of  West  Hartford,  Conn.  Preliminary  drawings 
were  prepared  by  the  architect  along  with  sketches  of  the 
proposed  building  and  estimated  costs. 

The  proposal  to  raise  $250,000  for  final  architectural  draw- 
ings for  a  900-pupil  school  was  brought  before  the  voters  on 
September  26  and  received  a  slight  majority  but  failed  to  ob- 
tain the  two-thirds  vote  necessary  for  bonding. 

The  committee  returned  before  the  town  at  another  spe- 
cial town  meeting  Oct.  22  with  the  same  proposal.  This  time 
it  was  soundly  defeated  with  1,095  votes  against  and  660  for.

Annual  School  Report 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  my  ninth 
annual  report,  the  seventy-eighth  school  report  of  the  town. 

Budget 

A  comparison  of  the  school  budget  from  1967  to  the  present 
shows  the  following : 

1967  $1,007,871.00 

1968  1,242,510.00 

1969  1,531,144.75 

1970  1,697,775.25 

1971  1,944,479.67 

It  can  easily  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  education  is  going 
one  way  —  UP.  This  is  due  to  many  things:  (1)  the  increasing 
number  of  students  in  our  schools,  (2)  collective  bargaining 
and  its  effect  on  salaries,  (3)  enforcement  of  laws  dealing  with 
special  services,  (4)  increased  costs  of  supplies  and  equip-* 
ment,  (5)  increased  costs  of  services,  and  (6)  the  desire  of 
parents,  the  school  administration,  and  the  School  Committee 
to  give  children  the  best  possible  education  the  town  can 
aifcrd. 

The  1971  budget  represents  an  increase  of  $246,704.42,  or 
approximately  14^^  per  cent.  Principally,  this  is  due  to  in- 
creases in  salaries  and  instructional  materials. 

Percentagewise,  the  total  increase  compares  favorably 
with  increases  in  other  school  systems. 

Palmer  is  still  spending  much  less  for  schools  than  com- 
parable communities. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  School  Department  to  operate  the 
schools  as  efficiently  and  economicallv  as  possible  without 
sacrificing  any  necessary  educational  objectives. 
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Taxes 

The  tax  rate  in  Palmer  for  the  year  1970  was  $158  per 
thousand.  We  all  agree  that  this  is  very  high,  and  we  must 
do  all  we  can  to  maintain  some  sort  of  fiscal  sanUy  in  our 
community. 

Unfortunately,  schools  must  be  supported  primarily  by 
the  property  tax  under  the  present  laws.  Until  the  tax  base 
is  changed,  the  property  owner  will  continue  to  bear  an  un- 
reasonable share  of  the  town's  expense. 

Much  has  been  said  about  100  per  cent  assessment  and 
the  TRUE  tax  rate  in  Palmer.  Eventually  Palmer  will  be 
forced  to  obey  the  state  law  and  assess  property  at  100  per 
cent  of  fair  market  value.  Unless  the  town  takes  favorable 
action  on  the  article  concerning  re-evaluation  at  the  March 
town  meeting.  I  am  afraid  that  we  will  be  forced  to  answer 
in  court. 

A  comparison  of  surrounding  communities  shows  that 
Palmer  is  in  a  favorable  tax  position  under  the  TRUE  tax 
Tate.

School  Support 

The  question  often  arises  as  to  whether  Palmer  can  afford 
to  build  any  new  schools.  Perhaps  the  best  way  to  answer 
that  question  is  to  compare  ourselves  with  other  like  communi- 
ties in  our  school  enrollment  category. 

Out  of  48  towns  in  our  grouping,  Palmer  has  the  least 
indebtedness  of  all  but  one;  yet  we  pay  less  TRUE  taxes 
than  43  of  the  48  communities.  In  addition,  we  are  48th  on 
the  list  for  school  support  per  pupil. 

Except  for  the  fact  that  our  staff  and  administrators  are 
doing  an  outstanding  job  with  the  money  available,  I  would 
have  to  say  that  comparatively  our  youngsters  are  being 
cheated  educationally  because  of  a  lack  of  adequate  spending 
by  our  community. 

Schools 

The  School  Needs  Committee  reported  to  the  town  over 
three  years  ago  the  need  for  a  high  school.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  pointed  out  over  three  years  ago  the  need 
for  a  vocational-technical  school  in  this  district.  The  State 
Department  of  Education  has  set  guidelines  for  kindergartens 
which  we  must  have  by  1973.  In  addition,  it  has  been  recom- 
mended that  all  buildings  over  fifty  years  old  be  torn  down 
and  replaced.  In  Palmer,  this  would  mean  all  elementary 
buildmgs  except  Quabaug.  cicmt^iudiy 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  that  Palmer  is  beginning 
to  face  the  issue.  Even  though  the  town  turned  down  a  new 
high  school  twice  in  1970,  the  future  looks  somewhat  brighter. 

1.  On  Saturday,  January  16,  Palmer  voted  favorably  for 
the  Pathfinder  Regional  Vocational-Technical  School. 
Belchertown  did  likewise  on  January  18.  Thus  this 
school  will  finally  come  into  being. 

The  Pathfinder  School   Committee    should  be  com- 
mended for  its  hard  work,  perseverance,  and  deter- 
mination to  furnish  a  quality  education  for  the  voca- 
cationally  oriented  student. 

Personally  I  am  especially  pleased  that  a  project  I 
started  over  six  years  ago  is  finally  on  its  way  to  suc- 
cessful completion. 

2.  A  Regional  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  regionalizing  with  Monson  to  build  a 
high  school. 

At  the  present  time,  with  the  new  law  allowing  70  per 
cent  reimbursement  for  such  a  project,  it  would  seem 
that  this  may  be  the  answer  to  our  problem. 

3.  A  committee  is  being  appointed  to  look  into  the  feas- 
ibility of  purchasing  the  First  National  Store  and  Pro- 
perty for  kindergarten  or  other  school  use. 

4.  If  Palmer  should  eventually  regionalize  on  a  K-12 
basis,  Palmer  will  be  able  to  replace  the  elementary 
schools  by  building  a  new  elementary  for  its  own  pu- 
pils with  70  per  cent  reimbursement. 

Accreditation 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  Palmer  High  School  was 
not  given  a  ten-year  accreditation  certificate.  Atfer  the  usual 
evaluation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  Colleges,  Palmer  was  given  a  two-year  proba- 
tionary certificate.  ITiis  means  that,  unless  Palmer  corrects 
certain  deficiencies,  accreditation  will  be  suspended. 

Quoting  from  the  report: 

"The  evidence  indicates  a  need  for  a  broadened  program* 
cf  studies  with  a  special  emphasis  on  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  student  not  going  to  college.  An  expanded  program  is 
somewhat  dependent  upon  adequate  facilities  and  positive 
action  to  provide  space  necessary  for  an  adequate  program 
and  to  eliminate  double  sessions." 

In  an  attempt  to  gain  time,  we  are  carrying  out  as  many 
of  the  recommendations  as  possible. 

New  programs  were  started  in  Introductory  Physical  Sci- 
ence for  ninth-graders.  World  History,  and  Food  and  Clothing. 

A  study  and  evaluation  is  being  made  by  all  department 
heads  for  updating  and  improving  their  respective  curricu- 
lums. 

Bids  are  being  studied  for  relocatables,  which  would  eli- 
minate double  sessions. 

Educational  Climate 

In  1970,  the  Massachusetts  Teachers'  Association  Inquiry 
Committee  investigated  the  educational  climate  of  the  Town  of 
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Palmer.  Many  recommendations  were  made  to  the  teachers, 
the  Superintendent,  and  the  School  Committee. 

Copies  of  this  report  are  in  the  school  library  and  the  town 
library  for  the  use  of  any  interested  citizen. 


Becommendat'ons 

1.  Approval  of  a  new  high  school,  regional  or  otherwise. 

2.  Proper  facilities  for  kindergarten  children. 

3.  Building  of  one  or  two  new  elementary  schools,  with  the 
proper  phasing  out  of  our  old  elementary  buildings. 

4.  Employment  of  a  full-time  audio-visual  person. 

5.  Continual  study  of  establishing  fuil-time  principals  in 
cur  elementary  schools. 

6.  Employment  of  a  maintenance  mechanic. 

7.  Continual  study  of  the  establishment  of  department 
heads  in  the  vocational  and  physical  education  areas. 

8.  Continual  study  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Palmer 
Schools  Survey  and  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Police  Department, 
tne  Fire'Department,  the  Park  Department,  and  other  town  oi- 
flcers,  a  loyal  and  helpful  staff,  parent-teacher  associations, 
and  all  others  who  have  given  the  School  Department  their 
vv'holehearted  support  in  its  objective  to  provide  a  successful 
school  program  for  your  children.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  prepare  a  cur- 
rent tax  valuation  book  and  distribute  a  copy  to  every  tax- 
payer, and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
expenses  of  such  committee  including  costs  of  printing  and 
distribution. 
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ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-Law  affecting  the  installaticn  of  mobilehomes  or 
take  any  other  action  thereon. 

MOBILE  HOMES 

No  mobile  home  shall  be  placed  on  any  lot  of  land  in  the 
Town  of  Palmer  until  a  permit  to  do  so  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Planning  Board.  An  application  for  permit  along 
with  a  plot  plan  indicating  the  size  of  the  lot,  location  of  the 
mobile  home,  the  location  of  any  septic  tank  or  leach  field 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Planning  Board.  No  permit  snail  be 
issued  unless  the  following  minimum  requirements  can  be 
met: 

a.  The  lot  shall  contain  at  least  20,000  square  feet,  which 
lot  shall  not  contain  any  other  dwelling.  All  land  owned  under 
a  single  deed  shall  be  considered  as  one  lot  regardless  of  its 
size. 

b.  Only  one  mobile  home  shall  be  placed  on  a  lot. 

c.  The  mobile  home  shall  be  set  at  least  thirty  (30)  feet 
back  from  the  side  layout  of  any  highway  and  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet  from  the  remaining  boundaries  of  the  lot. 

d.  If  the  mobile  home  is  not  to  be  connected  to  a  public 
sewer  there  shall  be  a  septic  tank  and  leach  field  installed  on 
the  property  which  shall  not  be  closer  than  twenty  (20)  feet 
from  any  boundaries  of  the  lot  or  mobile  home.  Regulations  of 
the  Board  of  Health  pertaining  to  public  sewers  shall  be 
applicable  to  mobile  homes. 

If,  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  boundary  lines  or  loca- 
tion of  the  mobile  home  on  the  lot,  the  requirements  of  a,  b, 
c,  or  d  are  no  longer  met,  the  permit  shall  be  revoked  and 
the  mobile  home  removed.  Mobile  homes  may  be  substituted 
once  a  permit  has  been  issued  and  the  ownership  of  a  mobile 
home  may  be  transferred  without  a  further  permit.  The  per- 
mit shall  be  considered  as  running  with  the  land.  Upon  re- 
moval of  the  mobile  home  from  the  lot,  the  permit  shall  termi- 
nate unless  another  mobile  home  is  substituted  therefor 
within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days. 

No  mobile  home  for  which  a  permit  to  place  on  a  lot  has 
been  obtained  shall  be  occupied  until  a  certificate  of  occu- 
pancy has  been  issued  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning 
Board  shall,  within  seven  (7)  days  of  the  filing  of  an  applica- 
tion for  a  Certificate  of  Occupancy,  make  a  site  inspection  to 
certify  that  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  have  been  complied 
with. 

This  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  any  mobile  home  which  is 
registered  with  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  any  state 
and  not  intended  for  use  as  living  quarters  or  actually  used 
as  living  quarters  for  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  in  the  aggregate 
in  any  calendar  year  on  its  location,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  any 
unoccupied  mobile  home  in  the  actual  possession  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  business  of  the  retail  sale  of  mobile  homes, 
nor  to  any  mobile  homes  in  a  licensed  mobile  home  park.  The 
fee  for  the  location  permit  shall  be  $2.00  and  the  fee  for  the 
certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  $2.00  which  fee  shall  be  paid 
with  this  application.  This  by-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the 
Planning  Board.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this 
by-law  may  be  fined  not  more  than  fiftv  ($50.00)  dollars  for 
each  offense.  Each  day  that  such  vio?ation  continues  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  offense. 

The  substitution  or  reDfaceinont  of  a  mobile  home  pre- 
viously existing  shall  be  f^overned  by  those  by-lav^s  except 
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that  no  permit  shall  be  J8ni(?d  if  the  lot  does  not  contain  at 
least  20,000  square  feet  nor  that  the  mobile  home  is  not  set 
back  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  the  remaining  bounda- 
ries of  the  lot,  providing  the  lot  contains  at  least  10,000 
square  feet  and  the  mobile  home  is  set  back  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  feet  from  the  remaining  boundaries  of  the  lot. 

"Mobile  home"  shall  mean  a  dwelling  unit  built  on  a 
chassis  and  containing  complete  electrical,  plumbing  and  sani- 
tary facilities,  and  designed  to  be  installed  on  a  temporary  or 
permanent  foundation  for  permanent  living  quarters,  or  any 
such  dwelling  unit  designed  for  living  quarters  while  remain- 
ing on  wheels  or  on  a  temporary  foundation. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  previously  established  by  the  Tovm 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Sub-Division  Control  Law  is  desig- 
nated and  empowered  to  hear  and  act  on  appeals  under  this 
Mobile  Home  By-Law. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-law  affecting  the  installation  of  mobile  homes. 

PROTECTIVE  BY-LAWS  FOR  REGULATIONS  OF 
MOBILE   HOMES,   TRAILERS,   TRAILER  PARKS, 
AND   FAMILY   TYPE    CAMP  GROUNDS 

Section  1.  Definitions: 

a.  Trailer  or  Mobile  Home  Pai;]k: 

Any  lot  or  tract  of  land  upon  which  three  (3)  or  more 
trailer  coaches  or  mobile  homes  occupied  for  dwelling  pur- 
poses are  located,  including  any  buildings,  structures,  fixtures 
and  equipment  used  in  connection  with  trailers,  shall  be 
deemed  a  trailer  park. 

b.  Tourist  Camp  or  Family  Type  Camp  Ground: 

Any  place  of  camp  character,  as  the  term  is  commonly 
understood,  used  wholly  or  in  part  for  recreational  camping  or 
group  activity  purposes  or  for  accommodations  for  overnight 
or  longer  periods  and  \yhich  accommodates  for  profit  or  under 
philanthropic  or  charitable  auspices,  three  or  more  family  or 
camping  groups,  using  tents,  mobile  camping  units,  expand- 
able trailer  camping  units,  and  such  other  devices  as  may  be 
developed  and  marketed  for  the  camping  trade.  The  term 
family  type  camp  ground  does  not  include  a  children's  day 
camp  or  a  trailer  park. 

c.  Trailer: 

A  trailer  shall  mean  any  vehicle  or  object  on  wheels  and 
having  no  motor  power  of  its  own,  but  which  is  drawn  by  or 
used  in  connection  with  a  motor  vehicle  and  which  is  so  de- 
signed and  constructed,  or  reconstructed  or  added  to  by  means 
of  such  accessories  as  to  permit  use  and  occupancy  thereof 
for  human  habitation,  whether  resting  on  wheels,  jacks  or 
other  foundation,  and  ohall  include  the  type  of  vehicle  com- 
monly known  as  mobile  home. 

Section  II.    Use  of  Trailer  or  Mobile  Homes. 

a.  No  person  shall  park,  store,  or  occupy  a  trailer  for 
living  or  business  use  except: 

1.  The  owner  of  land  may  permit  occupancy  of  said  land 
by  a  nonpaying  guest  using  a  single  trailer  for  living  purposes 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days  in  any  calendar 
year.  A  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
after  site  approval  by  the  Board  of  Health,  before  such  land 
may  be  so  occupied.  The  permit  shall  be  issued  to  the  owner 
of  the  land.  Such  permit  shall  not  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
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2.  A  trailer  may  be  occupied  by  the  owner  of  a  lot  or 
tract  of  land  as  a  tem|^orary  dwelling  incidental  to  the  con- 
struction 01  a  home  to  be  occupied  by  the  owner.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  such  use  after  holding 
a  public  hearing,  notice  of  which  shall  be  published  at  least 
ten  (10)  days  prior  thereto  in  a  newspaper  having  a  circulation 
in  the  Town  of  Palmer  and  after  site  approval  by  the  Board 
ol  Healtn.  A  piot  plan  mdicating  the  size  of  the  lot,  the  location 
ol  the  trailer  on  the  lot,  and  the  location  of  any  septic  tank 
and  leach  field  shall  b  ?  filed  with  the  Selectmen  at  the  time  of 
application  for  the  permit.  In  no  case  shall  the  trailer  be 
occupied  for  more  than  (2)  years  durmg  the  construction  of 
the  permanent  dwelling  is  to  be  completed  and  tne  dwelling 
occupied.  The  Selectmen  may  designate  an  expiration  in  said 
permit  not  to  exceed  (2)  two  years  from  tne  date  of  issue. 
Lack  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  owner  shall  be  cause  for 
cancellation  of  the  permit  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This 
permit  is  not  transferable. 

b.  No  permit  under  Section  II  shall  be  granted  unless  the 
following  conditions  can  be  met: 

1.  Only  one  (1)  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  be  placed  on 
a  lot. 

2.  The  lot  or  tract  of  land  on  which  the  trailer  is  to  be 
located  shall  contain  at  least  20,000  square  feet,  with  a  mini- 
mum frontage  of  120  feet  on  a  public  highway  or  a  private 
way. 

3.  The  trailer  shall  be  set  back  no  less  than  70  feet  from 
the  center  line  of  the  public  way  or  private  way  on  which  the 
trailer  is  located. 

4.  No  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  be  located  within  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  an  existing  dwelling. 

5.  A  lot  or  tract  of  land  shall  mean  any  parcel,  regard- 
less Ox  xts  size  v/hich  is  owned  under  a  single  deed. 

6.  The  site  must  meet  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

c.  No  permit  shall  be  issued,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  placing  of  the  trailer  or  moible  home  will  have 
a  detrimental  effect  on  the  Town  based  on  the  following  con- 
siderations: 

1.  Compatibility  of  trailer  or  mobile  home  with  adjacent 
area  (i.e.  business,  residential,  other  trailers,  etc.) 

2.  Compatibility  of  lot  size  to  adjacent  lot  size. 

d.  No  trailer  or  mobile  home  for  which  a  permit  to  place 
same  on  a  lot  has  been  obtained  shall  be  occupied  until  a 
certificate  of  occupancy  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  Selectmen  shall  within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the 
filing  of  an  application  for  a  Certificate  of  occupancy  make  a 
site  inspection  to  certify  that  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  have 
been  complied  with. 

e.  The  fee  for  the  Location  Permit  shall  be  $1.00  and  the  fee 
for  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  shall  be  $1,00,  which  fee  shall 
be  paid  with  the  application. 

Section  III.    Mobile  Home  or  Trailer  Parks: 

No  mobile  home  or  trailer  parks  are  allowed  in  any  pre- 
cinct of  Palmer. 

Section  IV.    Tourist  Camp  or  Family  Type  Camp  Ground: 

a.  No  tourist  camij  or  family  type  camp  ground  may  be 
located  in  any  precinct  except  by  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health,  and  only  after  a  public 
hearing  has  been  held  on  each  application.  The  provisions  of 
Chapter  140,  Section  32A  to  32E  shall  apply  also.  Section  Ha  of 
these  By-Laws  shall  not  apply  to  any  trailer  in  a  tourist  camp 
or  family  type  camp  ground  having  a  permit  hereunder. 
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b.  Any  tourist  camp  or  family  type  camp  ground  so  per- 
mitted must  meet  tne  minimum  standards  set  for  this  purpose" 
by  tae  Conimonwealtn  of  Massacliusetts,  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Healtn,  under  the  Sanitary  Code  Article  VIII,  adopted  by 
thhe  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Health  on  May  14,  1963  and  as 
later  amended. 

Section  V.    Travel  Trailer: 

a.  This  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  travel  trailers  or  camp- 
ing trailers  stored  or  parked  on  a  lot  but  not  intended  for 
occupancy  as  a  residence  overnight  accommodations,  or  busi- 
ness purposes  on  its  location;  provided,  however,  that  such 
travel  trailer  or  camping  trailer  is  either  enclosed  in  a  build- 
ing or  parked  behind  a  line  extended  through  the  face  of  any 
buiidmg  situated  on  the,  lot,  or  if  there  is  no  building,  at  least 
iiivY  (50)  feet  back  from  the  sideline  of  any  public  way  adjoin- 
ing said  lot. 

Section  VI.  Penalty: 

This  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Selectmen  or  by  a 
bulidmg  inspector  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Any 
person  violating  any  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  fined 
noi:  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  offense.  Each 
day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separae 
ofiense. 

Section  VII.    Board  of  Appeals: 

a.  The  Board  of  Appeals  established  ur^der  the  provisions 
of  Cnapter  41,  Section  812  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  vest- 
ed With  the  powers  of  a  zoning  board  of  appeals  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Lav/s,  and  shall  act 
on  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction  under  this  By-Law  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws. 

b.  Every  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing and  assented  to  by  at  least  two  (2)  members. 

c.  Any  applicant  for  a  permit  or  a  certificate  of  occu- 
pancy whose  application  has  been  refused  by  the  Selectmen  or 
any  person  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Selectmen 
on  any  matter  left  by  this  By-Law  to  their  approval  or  discre- 
tion may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  within 
thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  said  refusal  or  decision. 
If  the  refusal  or  decision  of  the  Selectmen  is  affirmed,  the 
ruling  shall  be  final. 

d.  If  the  action  of  the  Selectmen  is  modified  or  annulled, 
the  Selectmen  shall  issue  a  permit  or  decision  in  accordance 
v^^lth  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

e.  Upon  petition  of  any  person  whose  application  for  a 
permit  or  a  certificate  of  occupancy  has  been  refused  by  the 
Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  suspend  or  vary  the 
application  of  provisions  of  this  By-Law  in  specific  cases 
which  appear  to  them  not  to  have  been  contemplated  by  this 
By-Law,  or  in  cases  where  manifest  injustice  is  done  or  where 
a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  would 
involve  substantial  hardship  to  the  applicant  and  where  desir- 
able relief  may  be  granted  without  substantially  derogating 
from  the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  By-Law  but  not  otherwise. 

BUILDING  PERMITS: 

No  building  or  structure  shall  be  constructed,  located,  set 
up  or  added  to  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Plans  and  Specifications  may  be  required 
by  the  Selectmen  before  such  permit  is  issued.  The  fee  for 
such  permit  shall  be  one  dollar  ($1.00).  This  By-Lav/  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  by  a  Building  Inspector 
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appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Any  person  violating 
any  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  such 
violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-Law  affecting  the  removal  of  topsoil  or  loam  or 
take  any  other  action  thereon: 

REMOVAL    OF    TOPSOIL     OR  LOAM 

A  written  permit  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Planning 
Board  for  the  removal  of  topsoil  or  loam  from  any  property 
within  the  Town  of  Palmer  not  in  public  use.  The  application 
for  such  a  permit  must  contain  the  approximate  amount  of 
topsoil  or  loam  to  be  removed,  the  exact  area  from  which  it 
is  to  be  taken,  a  time  allowance  for  such  removal,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  provisions  for  the  re-establishment  of  ground 
levels  and  grades  and  the  planting  of  the  area  to  suitable 
cover. 

Permits  for  the  removal  of  topsoil  or  loam  must  be  dated 
to  expire  not  later  than  one  year  from  date  of  issuance.  No 
topsoil  or  loam  may  be  removed  from  any  area  within  100 
feet  of  a  nver,  stream,  or  property  boundary.  The  Planning 
Board  before  issuing  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  topsoil  or 
loam  from  any  area  shall  consult  with  local  officials  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  their  successors  and  shall  file 
any  written  statements  respecting  their  recommendations  with 
the  records  relating  to  such  permit.  In  issuing  a  permit  under 
this  by-law,  the  Planning  Board  may  impose  such  conditions 
not  specifically  provided  for  herein  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  adequate  protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  town 
and  including  reasonable  conditions  as  to  the  re-establishment 
of  ground  levels  and  grades  and  the  planting  of  the  area  to 
suitable  cover. 

No  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  removal  of  topsoil  or 
loam  from  any  parcel  of  land  when  incidental  to  and  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  a  building,  nor  for  the  trans- 
fer of  topsoil,  gravel  or  loam  from  one  part  of  a  man's  pre- 
mises to  another  part  for  the  improvement  of  his  own  pre- 
mises. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-Law  or  take  any  other  action  thereon: 

DOG    LEASH  BY-LAW 

No  person  owning  or  keeping  a  dog  in  the  town  shall  allow 
such  dog  to  roam  at  large  upon  the  land  of  another,  except  if 
it  be  on  the  premises  of  another  person  with  the  knowledge 
and  permission  of  such  other  person,  nor  allow  such  dog  to 
roam  at  large  on  any  portion  of  any  public  highway.  Such 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  in  the  town  which  is  not  on  the 
promises  of  the  owner  or  upon  the  premises  of  another  person 
with  the  knowledge  and  permission  of  such  person,  shall 
restrain  such  dog  by  a  chain  or  leash  not  exceeding  six  feet  in 
length.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  limit 
cr  prohibit  the  use  of  hunting  dogs  during  the  open  hunting 
season. 

The  unauthorized  presence  of  any  dog  on  the  land  of  any 
person  other  than  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  do^r  or  on  the 
premises  of  any  school,  when  such  dog  is  not  restrained  as 
above  mentioned,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
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A  violation  of  this  section  will  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 


ARTICLE  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
in  the  treasury,  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90,  Highway 
Maintenance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reconstruct 
Thorndike  Street  and  Warren  Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A,  from 
the  intersection  of  Route  32  as  far  as  funds  will  permit,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or  otherwise  any  sum  of 
money  therefor,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  mo- 
nies allotted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
County  of  Hampden,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruct  and  resurface 
Flynt  Street.  Palmer,  Precinct  A,  using  Type  I  material,  from 
the  intersection  of  Flynt  and  Nipmuck  Streets  northerly  to 
the  end  of  1970  construction  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  widen  Flynt  Street,  Palmer, 
Precinct  A,  from  brook  and  high  tension  crossing,  north  to 
L'Heureux  property  and  to  straighten  two  (2)  blind  curves  and 
resurface  with  black  top  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  widen  and  resurface  with 
Type  I  material,  Flynt  Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A,  starting  at 
the  northerly  end  and  continuing  south  to  the  residence  of 
Chester  Pikul,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface,  using  Type  I 
material,  Breckenridge  Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A.  from  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Bridge  southerly  to  the  property  of 
Richard  Tucker  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruction  Mason  Street, 
Palmer,  Precinct  A,  using  Type  I  materials. 

ARTICLE  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruct  and  resurface 
with  Type  I  material.  Mason  Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A,  from 
the  Thomas  Siegel  property  to  the  Paul  Nacsin  property. 

ARTICLE  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruct  and  resurface 
Beverly  Street,  Palmer,  Precint  A,  with  type  I  material  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  grade  and  resurface  Reser- 
voir Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A,  from  Breckenridge  Street  to 
the  easterly  side  of  the  Adney  A.  and  Norma  P.  Russo  proper- 
ty, with  Type  I  material. 
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ARTICLE  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  with  Type  I  mate- 
rial and  improve  Thompson  Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A,  from 
Fiynt  Street  to  Mason  District  Road  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

ARTICLE  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  Taft  Street,  Palm- 
er, Precinct  A,"^usmg  Type  I  material,  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

ARTICLE  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  Emelda  Street, 
Palmer,  Precinct  A.  using  Type  I  material,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  improve  Rondeau  Road, 
Palmer,  Precinct  A,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to'  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  pave  Elizabeth  Street, 
Thorndike,  Precinct  B,  with  Type  I  material  from  that  portion 
of  Elizabeth  Street  presently  paved  over  the  length  of  the 
frontage  of  Robert  A.  Lucas,  a  d  stance  of  approximately  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  feet. 

ARTICLE  51.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  improve  Elizabeth  Street, 
Thornd-ke,  Precinct  B,  at  a  point  605.16  feet  from  intersection 
01  Pleasant  Street  and  continuing  for  a  distance  of  395.27  feet. 

ARTICLE  52.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  Church  Street, 
Thorndike,  Precinct  B,  using  Type  I  materials,  from  the  in- 
tersection of  Pine  and  Church  Streets  southeasterly  a  distance 
of  approximately  1000  feet  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  53.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  Overlook  Drive, 
Three  Rivers.  Precinct  C,  from  Chudy  Street  to  Barker  Street 
and  construct  a  Berm  on  both  sides  of  the  street  over  the 
entire  length  of  overlook  Drive  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  54.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  straighten,  reconstruct  and 
resurface  Central  Street,  Three  Rivers  Precinct  C,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  55.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  the  parking  area 
on  the  South  side  of  Main  Street,  Three  Rivers,  Precinct  C, 
adjacent  to  the  Quaboag  River,  using  Type  I  material  and 
gravel,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  funds  voted 
under  Article  45  of  the  1970  Annual  Warrant. 

ARTICLE  56.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  Chudy  Street, 
Three  Rivers,  Precinct  C,  using  Type  I  materials,  from  the 
intersection  of  Chudy  and  Overlook  Streets  to  the  intersection 
of  Chudy  and  Sibley  Street  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  57.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruct  and  resurface 
Quaboag  Street,  Three  Rivers.  Precinct  C,  using  Type  I  mate- 
rials, or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  58.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruct  and  resurface 
Stewart  Street,  Bondsville,  Precinct  D,  with  Type  I  material 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  59.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  reconstruct  and  resurface 
Foster  Street,  Bondsville,  Precinct  D,  using  Type  I  material 
or  oil  and  sand,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  60.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  improve  the  drainage  on 
South  High  Street,  Bondsville.  Precinct  D.  at  the  properties  of 
Joseph  Pisarski,  Conrad  LaPlante  and  Henry  Wawrzonek  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  61.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
itppropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  resurface  Cavin  Street, 
Bondsville,  Precinct  D.  for  a  distance  of  approximately  500 
leet  from  Griffin  Street. 

ARTICLE  62.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of  sewers  on  Ware  Street, 
Palmer,  Precinct  A,  from  the  existing  sewer  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Thorndike  Street,  Palmer,  Precinct  A.  and  High  Street, 
Thorndike,  Precinct  B,  to  the  intersection  of  Warren  Street 
and  to  determine  whether  said  sum  shall  be  provided  by  tax- 
ation, by  trans'ier  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing,  or  by 
any  combination  thereof,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  engineering  and  legal  services 
r '^quired  to  continue  the  planning  for  the  Town's  wastewater 
treatment  program  and  for  preparing  and  filing  applications 
for  federal  and  state  grants  and  advances  for  said  project. 

ARTICLE  64.  To  see  if  the  Tov/:i  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  finance  the  construction  of  sew- 
erage systems  and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  facilities 
and  to  determine  whether  such  appropriation  shall  be  raised 
by  borrowing  oi"  otherwise,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  for  the  Town,  and  to  expend  grants  made  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  and  Commonwealth  for  constructing  said 
sewerage  systems  and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  facili- 
ties, or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  file  apolications  for  advances  and 
grants  of  funds  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
be  used  for  the  planning  and  construction  of  sewerage  sys- 
tems and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  facilities,  pursuant  to 
the  prov'sions  of  Chapter  21,  Section  26  -  53  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended.
